The Day before this M. du Theil, the French Mj- 
nifter, werit tothe Great Chancellor Sinzendorf, and 
in a Moment after came the four Coenfellors of the 
fimperor’s Clofet, with whom the faid Minifler had his 
jirft Conference, which held near three Hours. What 
paſſed cherein is {uch a Secret, that all we can fay of it 
with any Certainty, is, that M. du Theil therein ſigni- 
fied his molt Chriftian Majeity’s Defire of fecing the 
Peace very foon eftablifhed ; and that he thewed his 
Inftruftions as to the Regulations neceflary to be taken, 
in order to form the Treaty of Peace on a Plan for its 
being fiyne# out of hand. On the iith at Night M. 
du ‘Theii had his firft private Audiences of their Impe- 
rial Majefties, who received him in their particular 
Clofets. The Emperor, who fficke in Italian, faid a 
great many obliging Things to him, relative to his 
Commiffion. The Emprefs talked to him in French, 
and was very inquifitive after the Welfare of the Royal 
Family of France. As the faid Minifter has given 
frefh Affurances that the Court of Spain will foon agree 
to the Preliminaries, all the Talk at Vienna 1s, 
that.a Place will fhortly be appointed for the Ambafla- 
dors of the chief Powers of Europe to fign the Treaty 
for a genera! Peace. The Duke of Lorain has re- 
ceived a Remittance from Luneville, of a Million of 
Florins. 

We have no further Particulars from Turkey, as to 
the depofing of the Grand Vizier ; but by Letters that 
came to Vienna about the Middle of January from Con- 
ftantinople before that happened, we are informed, 
that, by the Vigilance of the faid Grand Vizier, a Plot 
had beén difcovered, in which above 200 Perfons were 
concerned, to depofe the Sultan himfelf, to maflacre 
the Grand Vizier and other Minifters, and to inthrone 
the su!tan’s eldeft Son, who was fome Years ago dethro- 
ned ; that fifty of the moft criminal Rebels were bound, 
and then expofed to Dogs to be worried to Death, and 
about the fame Number was flrangled, and the reft 
banifhed ; and that the Grand Vizier not thinking thefe 
Inftances of Severity fufficient to curb the Malecontents, 
diftributed 600 Purfes of Money to the Janizaries, 
which was taken out of the ‘Treafure depofited in the 
Seven Towers, to which it was lately removed from 
the Seraglio, where it was not thought fo fafe. 

The Lewers from Vienna add, that the Grand Seig- 
nior had again ordered the Cham of the Crim Tartars, 
to give the Czarina the Satisfattion fhe demands, and 
that, if he does not, the Porte will abandon him, and 
recal the Troops that are marching to his Affiftance. 

_ According to Letters of Dec. 16. direétly from Con- 
fiantinople, the Bafhaw of Erzerum, whom the Grand 
Seignior has commiflioned to conclude a Peace between 
the Tarks and Perfians with Thamas Kouli-Kan, has 
notified to the Porte, that the chief Difficulties that had 
ob‘traéied the Affair, were removed, and that, if new 
ones were not ftarted, he hopes the Negotiation will 
have a happy Iffue. ‘They had News from Crim Tar- 
tary, that the Roffians commanded by Count Munich, 
had been obliged to go back by reafon of the great 
Fall of Snow ; but that fince the Roads had been ren- 
dered more practicable by the Thaw, they had conti- 
mued their March, and were advanced a fecond Time 
into the Neighbourhood of Rudach, where they plun- 
dered fome Villages, and then continued their Rout 
towards Little Tartary.
